Me pirates, buccaneers, and pieces of eight, has come to life 
QL as the brightest new star in this Winter's Caribbean resort 
season, with the opening on December 15th of what can be heralded 


as a new social resort, the posh E] Colony. 


“El Colony has been created for the resorter who appreciates 
and recognizes the ultimate, and has the joie dz vivre to enjoy it,” 
says its president, Mr. Ben Finney, a proper Virginian and New 
Yorker himself. 

Robert Louis Stevenson’s own Treasure Island is the romantic 
setting for this magnificent resort estate — an island ringed around 
with white sand beaches and dotted with solid marble miniature 
mountains. ‘This gem-like tropical isle is at once flavored with

enchantment, blessed with a heavenly climate for the resorter who 


follows the sun, and has everything man can provide to make 
it perfection. 

El Colony’s decor is disarmingly elegant. It has utilized the 
informal decentralized trend in architecture, and has two main units 
as well as a number of private cottages. All accommodations in the 
main units have lanais, and overlook the free-form swimming pool as 
well as the azure-blue sea. It is completely air-conditioned throughout. 

The dining salon also faces out over the gardens and the 
Caribbean, and features a continental cuisine. El Colony’s night 
life, too, is happily continental. There is an intime night club and 
a small, smart gaming casino. Free port shops, barber, hairdresser, 
Sauna (Finnish ) bath, are also self-contained conveniences. 

Sports-wise there is a swimming pool and Cabana Club, of 
course, in addition to vast wonder strands of private beach. From

After 

the Spanish-American war, U.S. Citizens bought most of the island 


expecting American annexation, but the island was granted to Cuba

in 1925. However, it retains much of its U.S. heritage, which when 
blended with the innate charm of Cuba, makes a heady combination 
for the resorter. 

Geographically the Isle of Pines is some 60 miles south of 
Cuba. It has an area of 1,180 square miles and is almost circular 
except for Siguanea Bay on ‘the southwest coast. Most of the island 
is rugged and hilly, but there are elevations up 1,400 feet above 
sea level) Marble and magnesium springs are found in the Crystal 
Hill district. ‘The island has fertile soil, and pineapples, citrus fruits, 
and vegetables are grown abundantly. It lies in the belt of the 
northeast trade winds. 

The Isle of Pines and El Colony are extraordinarily easily reached 
from Palm Beach, from which there is daily service on Aerovias Q’s 
four-engined planes direct to Siguanea airport from December to 
May. Wes tes there are four daily services from Havana, also via 
Aerovias Q Airlines, and the trip can be made in thirty minutes. 
There are daily services on Aerovias Q from Key West. Also, for 
those who prefer the water or to take their car, there are daily sailings 
from Key West, or from West Palm Beach to Havana, driving from 
Havana to Batabano, then across to Neuvo Gerona on the Isle of 
Pines by ferry. 

El Colony operates on the Modified American Plan. 

From its very historical nature, the Isle of Pines offers many 
sightseeing attractions. “The abundant supply of crystal clear medical 
springs have a proven curative potential, and last but not least, the 
shell collector will find the beaches are an exciting and rewarding 
pastime.

Dalm Beach’s Varish Church

UILT IN Patm_ BeEacu’s’ MID- 

Twenties, St. Epwarp’s CaTHoLic 

Cuurcu has become through the 
years, not a monument to that lush era nor 
a typical resort institution, rather a parish 
church, ministering year-around to the parish- 
ioners in its midst. 

Though its magnificent edifice was made 
possible largely through the generosity of one 
man, with most of its beautiful accoutrements 
added by other individuals, it is un-endowed 
and un-subsidized, supported entirely by those 
it serves, according to the Rt. Rev. J. P. 
O’Mahoney, in whose pastoral charge St. 
Edward’s has been for the past ten years. 

The Spanish Renaissance architecture, in 
keeping with the style that left such an 
impress on the community in the era the 
Church was built, has proved beautifully 
adapted to tropical landscaping. As a result, 
St. Edward’s has become an integral part of 


the Palm Beach scene, a_ show place for non- 
Catholics as well as a place of worship. 

The cast stone exterior has stood up well 
so that the building bears no scars of the 
hurricanes and storms to which it has been 
exposed in more than three decades of 
existence. 

Inside, the sun’s rays slant through 


memorial stained glass windows with their

corner of North County Road and Sunrise 
Avenue. In addition to the Church building, 
the property now houses the Rectory, Parish 
Hall and Church offices. 

With view to future expansion, quite 
recently, Monsignor O’Mahoney has an- 
nounced acquisition of three lots on Sunrise 
Avenue and property on Root Trail, to the 
east of the Church across County Road. At

great expanses of white Carrara marble from 
which the altars and statues have been 
fashioned. 

Palm Beach is largely indebted to the late 
Colonel Edward R. Bradley, famed sports 
figure and pioneer resident, for providing a 
spiritual home for Palm Beach Catholic resi- 
dents and visitors. 

St. Ann’s, established in West Palm Beach 
as a Jesuit mission, was the first place of 
worship for pioneer Catholic families in this 
section. From 1908 until 1926, the Royal 
Poinciana Chapel was made available as a 
place where visiting Jesuit priests might offer 
the Sacrament once a week. 

Largely through Colonel Bradley's bene- 
factions, ground was broken April 4, 1926 for 
the new church on property at the northwest 


chiefly for much needed parking space. 

St. Edward’s was officially dedicated 
February 13, 1927 by the Most Rev. Patrick 
Barry, D.D., Bishop of the Diocese of St. 
Augustine. Until the recent creation of the 
Diocese of Miami, St. Edward’s was within 
the jurisdiction of the St. Augustine Diocese. 

The Church has never been consecrated, 
and it is one of Monsignor O’Mahoney’s 
fondest hopes that all indebtedness on the 
new property may be cleared so that the 
way may be paved for such a service. 

Designed by the late Mortimer D. Met- 
calfe, the Church was built under the direc- 
tion of a building committee headed by 
Michael H. Nagle, whose recent death leaves 
only Niles $. Babbitt of the original group. 
Others on the committee: Colonel Bradley, 
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John F. McEvoy, John T. Kelly, J. J. O’Brien, 
Edward Foley, Thomas A. Clarke, Joseph C. 
Hutchison, William John Spain, J. F. Fitz- 
gerald, E. C. Donnelly, Jesse Smith, E. F. 
Minden. 

The Rev. Father Felix J. Clarkson, priest 
at St. Ann’s at the time, served as pastor of 
the Church during its construction and early 
days as a mission. 

Following first services Christmas Eve, 
1926, St. Edward’s continued as a mission 
until January 1, 1941, when under the Most 
Rev. Joseph Patrick Hurley, Bishop of the 
Diocese, it was admitted to ‘independent dio- 
cesan status. 

The first resident pastor of the parish was 
the Rev. Father James Cloonan. In turn, he 
was succeeded by the Rev. Fathers Tate G. 
Jones and Patrick D. O’Brien, then in® No- 
vember 1949 by Monsignor O'Mahoney. 

The present pastor came to the parish 
through an unusual route, one that resulted 
in friendships with a number of locally 
prominent personages even before he reached 
Palm Beach, including such well-knowns as 
State Attorney Phil D. O'Connell and State 
Supreme Court Justice Stephen O'Connell. 

The priest entered the University of Niche with statue of

Accordingly, he was sent here in 1949 to take 
charge of St. Edward's. Special recognition 
of the Monsignor as a distinguished graduate 
of the University came in 1953 at the insti- 
tution’s Centenary celebration, when he re- 
ceived the Centenary award, together with 
such notables as General James Wan Fleet.

The large memorial 
window over the entrance at the east side of 
the building, shows St. Edward as king, sur- 
rounded by his court, giving his ring to a 
beggar. This window, and the Saclle: ones 
flanking it, were the gifts of Mr. and Mrs. 
Niles S. Babbitt. As an top the choir loft, 
the two small windows depict the two Saints 
of music, Cecelia and Gregory. 


Opposite the St. Edward window, beneath 
the murals of the 12 Apostles, towers the 28- 
foot white Carrara marble altar, featured by 
the heroic sized statue of Christ above and 
bas relief of the Last Supper below. Dedicated 
to the Sacred Heart, the altar was the gift 
of the late William J. Connors and his wife. 
The 65-foot marble railing with bronze gates 
was given by Patrick Joseph Sexton of Mel 
bourne. 

Flanking the main altar are four smaller 
ones. On the Gospel side are the altar to 
the Virgin Mary, gift of John T. Kelly, and 
to its right the niche and statue of St. Rita, 
for which Palm 
donated $2,500.

Including the cloisters, the building is 
130 by 90 feet, entered from a vestibule with 
hand-carved walnut screen guarding the in- 
terior, and two small chapels le -ading from 
the vestibule. 

At the right, the Chapel of St. Anthony 
was the gift of Colonel Bradley; at the left, 
the Chapel of St. Theresa, the Little Flower 
of Jesus, was donated by Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam John Spain. 

Intricate carving of ecclesiastical symbols 
features both the ‘building’s facade with its 
south bell-tower and its interior archways. 

Reminiscent of age-old European cathedrals 
are the stained glass windows. Along the 
cloisters there are 14, those on the north 
depicting the Lord’s parables, those on the 
south, the miracles. 

Above these tower a series of 16 clerestory 
windows, each a memorial representing a gift 
of at least $3,000 each. 

Donors of these windows, depicting the 
Life of the Virgin Mary from the time of the 
Immaculate Conception to her Coronation in 
Heaven, are inscribed below the memorials.

The reception accorded his first one- 
man show that opened recently at the 
Worth Avenue Gallery, attested the 
wisdom of that decision.

gathered at the Gallery for the large 
cocktail party that presented both the 
artist and his art. The show will con- 
tinue on view through January 17th. 

Mrs. Duggett Benson, director, with 
her staff, joined Mr. Castou in greeting 
the large group of guests who dropped 
in during the late afternoon. 

The walls of the gallery for this show 
are covered with large, highly decora- 
tive and stylized erie of art, executed 
by their creator in “collage peinture,” 
an individual technique that defies 
description, especially in English, 

In describing them, Mr. Can uses 
the French terms “collage, de coupage 
and peindre,” referring to the manner 
in which he clips paper objects, mingles 
these cut-outs with all kinds of ingeni- 
ous material such as pressed plants, 
forms a design and paints the whole 
thing together into beautiful and har- 
monious ‘unity. 

The collages make wonderful con- 
versation pieces. No two observers can 
agree on where the cut-outs and the 
extraneous matter end and the painting 
begins. 

It’s a romantic-realistic world that 
the artist has created. By means of a 
very personal and adventuresome use of 
materials for the collage, all integrated 
into an exciting and decorative whole 
by sensitive brush-work, the artist has 
achieved effects that suggest surrealism 
without a hint of distortion. His world 
is an exotic, rather than a bizarre affair. 

Though deriving much of his in- 
spiration from undersea life, Mr. Castou 
has chosen to reflect the aquatic world 
in the same soft hues he prefers for 
flowers and art objects, instead of bear- 
ing down on the brilliant, dazzling hues 
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often associated with the depths of 
the sea. 

“Shell Grotto,” a handsome, interest- 
ing triptych is the outstanding example 
of this facet of his art in the show. 
Here the mysterious underseas world 
with its grottos, shells, coral and fish 
life is effectively portrayed in a triple 
study of muted grays and harmonizing 
soft colors. 

Two stunning, - stylish companion 
pieces are found in the “Bird Dogs of 
Siam” in which still life is combined 
with landscape with fine decorative 
effect. Two very elegant floral studies 
are tributes to the artist’s imaginative 
qualities. Realistic designs of flowers 
mingle with imagined flowers, while 
small buildings give the pair their 
names: “A Cottage for a Home” and 
“A Mansion for a Home.” 

Christoph Castou first became well 
known to Palm Beach and Palm 
Beachers in the days of the late Maurice 
Fatio. ‘ 

Mr. Castou was a partner with the 
architect in the decorating end of the 
business, and designed a number of 
interiors for houses for which Treanor 
and Fatio did plans. 

In recent years, he spends most of 
his time at Newfane, Vermont, where 
he has both his studio and a Summer 
inn. He came to Palm Beach in early 
December to be the guest of Mrs. 
Eugene P. Lanfranchi, a long-time 
friend, and to complete arrangements 
for the exhibition. 

The Worth Avenue Gallery opened 
December 11th with a group: show of 
artists who have previously exhibited 
there. Included were Carl Brown, Paul 


Crosthwaite, John Hawkins, Dudley

So it’s not surprising that “Inside Out- 
side,” the striking house beside the sea near 
the Inlet that brought a fresh breath of the 
East to Palm Beach, should represent the 
fulfillment of the owner's special design for 
living. 

The is the thirteenth home she has estab- 
lished since she left Palm Beach to live in 
various places, returning only occasionally to 
the spot where she grew up. 

When Mrs. Antoinette Johnson came back 
to Palm Beach nearly two years ago with 
the idea of making it her permanent, not 
merely Winter, residence, she brought with 
her a definite idea of the general type of 
house she wanted, one that would embody 


a personal concept of beauty with a design 
for modern-day, year-around Florida living. 


Three houses had influenced her thinking: 
The “Bird Cage,” an unusual small place on 
Mocking Bird ‘Trail, whose memory she 
ehensned as the first house she built and 
the first F.H.A. residence in Palm Beach . 
the unusual, redwood home the late Maurice 
Fatio designed for Princess Alexis Zalstem- 
Zalessky the Cherry Lane residence of 
Mr. and Mrs. John W. Peck with its unusual 
living-room ceiling treatment. 

Then, Mrs. Johnson made a trip to Hono- 
lulu, returning to this country convinced the 
Eastern concept of house building was 
ideally adapted to both inside and eiree 
living in Florida. In William F. Kessler she 
fea a young architect with views in har- 
mony with her on the adaptability of the 
Eastern concept to the Western scene. 


There is nothing stagey about “Inside 
Outside.”

Wood is used both inside and out, with 
masonry noted only in such spots as the cast 
stone squares of the oceanfront terrace, set 
off by strips of luxuriant zoysia grass, and the 
terrazzo fireplace in the living- -room. 


Cypress boards and chingle have been 
stained gray to blend with the tropical land- 
scaping for the exterior and the long, covered 


~ walkway that leads to the house from the 


circular driveway at the east end of Mediter- 
ranean Road. 

To carry out still further the wood motif, 
instead of stone or cement steps from the 
Loggia or lanai and terrace to the beach, 
four-inch slices from a redwood tree are used. 

In the interior, paneled wood replaces the 
more usual plaster or papered walls. 

Most intrinsically Eastern note in the 
design is to be found in the repetition of 
rectangles in the exact same proportions in 
many different places — the railings, the 
glass of the sliding doors along the east side 
of the living-room, the coffered wood ceiling

of that room, the stones of the terrace and 
wood floor on the west lanai. 

The effect is one of perfect harmony. 

Air-conditioned and heated, the house is 
equally adapted to Winter or Summer living, 
with emphasis going from outside to inside 
or vice versa, according to the weather. Here 
it can’t be said that everyone talked about 
the weather but did nothing about it. 

The oceanfront lanai and terrace, set up 
for lounging and sunbathing, are private 
and comfortably furnished with reed furni- 
ture. 

Inside, though the living-room with its 
dining-area is designed for everyday living 
as well as entertaining, the bedrooms by day 
have a sitting-room aspect, an idea stemming 
from the Zalstem-Zalessky house, according 
to Mrs. Johnson. 

Though she held some theories about the 
exterior, it was in the interior that Mrs. 
Johnson found most opportunity for expres- 
sion of her cherished ideas. 

“It’s the most personal house I’ve ever 
owned,” she says simply, “as well as the 
most livable.” 

In the decoration and furnishing of the 
house, Mrs. Johnson worked with her long- 
time friend, Edward F. Kendall. 

The result is a striking blend of old and 
new, one that has represented a rare com- 
bination of the dramatic with the personal. 

For despite her interest in the Oriental 


and the modern, Mrs. Johnson is a person 
of vast sentiment and feeling for roots. She 
had no intention of relegating to oblivion 
her pet Lares and Penates, collected over the 
years, and including a number of family 
heirlooms. 

Accordingly, the house presents a fascinat- 
ing cross-section of diversified styles and 
periods. Here are to be found elaborate chairs 
from Hong Kong and Swedish designed 
stream-lined tables towering modern 
wooden lamps with polished patina and 
Tiffany glass bowls and lamps of the Vic- 
torian era . a 17th Century lion from 
Venice and Rice Pereira abstract paintings 
in the living-room. 


“I brought together things I loved and— 


felt were related, yet timeless,” 
Johnson. 

Like the egg and the chicken, it would 
be difficult to say which came ae, — the 
house or the Pereira paintings. Two of the 
pictures were in Mrs. Johnson’s possession 
before she planned the house; two were 
painted expressly for it, while the residence 
was being built. They are as important to 
the decor, and as integral a part of the house 
as the proportioned rectangles are to the 
design. 

The paintings are highly personal. In the 
first place, the artist is a personal friend. The 
entire decor of the living-room was inspired 
by the color tones of the works of art. 


explains Mrs. 
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The large abstract over the fireplace, 
“What Is Substance,” is flanked by the two 
done expressly for the house, “What Is 
Time” at the right, and “Backward in Time” 
at the left. “Ruby Flux,” a Pereira glass 
painting hangs on the opposite wall over the 
dining area. 

Blue predominates in the three paintings 
in the fireplace group. Blue predominates in 
the furnishings of the room, dark sapphire 
being used in the woven fabric of one low 
sofa, more muted hues in the divan opposite. 

Blending with the tones of the paneled 
walls are the three monkey-pod wooden tables. 
The, dining table, in dark contrast to the 
natural color of the elaborately designed reed 
Hong Kong chairs, is near the north wall, 
while the long, low coffee table, with Tiffany 


glass insets, stands between the sofas in front 


of the fireplace. It is set off by a very decora- 
tive, slim, modern wood carved fish. 

To the north of the living-room extends 
the kitchen and service quarters on the west, 
the master bedroom wing on the east. On the 
south, a double suite is connected with bath 
and small hallway. 

Mrs. Johnson and her daughter, Miss 
Wendy Anderson, have their rooms in the 
north wing, where an interesting Eastern 
feature is noted in the use of painted white 
split bamboo on the sliding closet doors, both 
for ventilation and decorative effect. 

All-over grill-work in the ceiling of Mrs. 
Johnson’s dressing-room provides _ effective 
diffused lighting. Uncluttered, simple of line 
in the modern manner, her bedroom-sitting- 
room over-looks the landscaped _ terrace 
towards the sea, provides an appropriate 
setting both for rest and work. The predomi- 
nant use of burnt orange in the decor is 
picked up from the dress Mrs. Johnson wore 
in the Richard Banks portrait that is hung in 
this room. 

The grays and golds of an earlier Chan- 
ning Hare portrait of Mrs. Johnson, are 
repeated effectively in the decor of what is 
known as the card-room in the south wing. 
This east front room can double as a guest 
room or a sitting room for Mrs. Johnson’s 
son, F. Timothy Palmer, when he joins his 
mother and sister for school vacations.

ExIco Crry’s HieopromMo DE LAS 

AMERICAS, one of the most beautiful 

tracks in the hemisphere, is also the 
scene of one of the fastest rising ‘Thorough- 
bred breeding industries of our time. 


It has only been since 1944 that race 
horses have been bred seriously on Mexican 
soil. At that time a syndicate of Mexican 
breeders purchased twenty-four mares in foal, 
with foals at their sides, from the Valdina 
Farms liquidation sale following the death of 
the Woodforth family i ina oes automobile 
accident. Members of that syndicate included 
many of Mexico’s top political figures and 
business magnates: senators, _ presidential 
aides, industrialists. 

The most famous single contribution to 
Mexican breeding came with the presentation 
of the stallion Foxbrough, a gift from the 
late millionaire New York sportsman William 
Woodward to ex-President Avila Camacho. 


The horse was a stakes winner in England 


and the United States, but he was killed in 
an accident and left few foals. 

Many prominent sires are standing in 
Mexico today, after many years of dbaeve 
buying and developing of a good racing 
strain: Nedayr, Goldleigh, Ruditaurus, Ore 
Wave, Seeing Eye by Bull Dog, Rudie by 
Reigh Count, Annapolis Blue by Blue Lark- 
spur, Galapas by Sir Gallahad III, Hard Way 
by Bypass II, Equistar by Equipoise, and 
Ballacolas by Balladier. 

The focal point of Thoroughbred activity 
in Mexico is, of course, the Hipodromo de las 
Americas. Bounded in 1943 it has since be- 
come one of the leading racing centers in 
Latin America. It is also one of the world’s 
most beautiful tracks, with extensive gardens, 
white and black swans on the infield lake, 
and in a cage on the front grounds two 
spectacular guacamayos — birds that look like 


bloom the year round. 


large parrots but which claim even more 
splendid plummage of orange and blue with 
foot long tail feathers. 

The Hipodromo boasts also of one of the 
longest racing seasons of any track in the 
world, with racing every Tuesday, Thursday, 
Saturday and Sunday — rain or shine — for 
a season from October 12th until September 
loth of the following year or almost 
the year round.

better climatic conditions than almost any 
other track in the world. 

Two large grandstands, made of tile and 
pink stucco cater to the crowds which throng 
the track on race days. Each stand has three 
levels above the paddock level; and standing 
like a glass enclosed cupola on top of the first 
stand is the swank Jockey Club, a favorite 
luncheon, cocktail, and banquet spot for 
Mexico City’s foreign and resident society.

There are stabling facilities at the Hipo- 
dromo for more than 1,000 horses. Forty 
jockeys, sixty trainers, and three hundred and 
eighty grooms are employed, Board and feed 
costs are exceedingly low in Mexico as well, 
and for this reason there is a large colony 
of U.S. breeders and owners south of the 
border. Excepting the month or two necessary 
for training in the higher altitude of Mexico's 
capital, horses can run for more months under

tropical-colonial’’ architecture 
of the Hipodromo, built entirely of pink stucco. 


Each section of the track is fully equipped 
with betting and paying windows, bar, restau- 
rant, and rest rooms. Betting is handled on 
Totalisators of English manufacture, and 
Pari-mutuels Gncluding the Quiniela and 
Selection machines) are made by the General 
Register Company of Long Island.

offered daily, along with customary bets. In

In the 
selection he must name Win and Place in 
that order. Longshot combinations may be 
purchased for ffir pesos ($1.20). Straight 
bets are ten pesos ($0.80). Admission to the 
track is four pesos ($0.32), but tourists are 
allowed admittance free upon showing their 
tourist cards. 

The track is owned by Mrs. Deborah “Deb- 
bie” Rood Morrison, a lady of charm as high 
as her social standing. Long a racing ay 
Debbie came to Wexco for a eelnon on 
March, 1943. The track opened on March 6th 
and with some 43,000 other fans Debbie 
attended the opening. Almost immediately she 
sent for her horses and in seven years they 
averaged an appearance in the winner's circle 
of rae 27 to 32 times per season. 


The track was then reputedly controlled by 
the internationally famed Swedish business 
tycoon, Axel Wenner-Gren, who resided in 
Stockholm. In 1952 Debbie flew to Sweden 
and returned as owner of the Hipodromo. 
Since that time she has made several im- 
provements in the stable facilities, Jockey 
Club, and grandstands, installing the latest 
devices and providing Mexico with one of the 
world’s leading tracks. 

Much of the credit for the track’s success 
must rightly go to Dr. Arturo Milhe Sal- 
dierna, present General Manager of the Hipo- 


dromo. Born in La Paz, Baja California, the 
son of one of the founders of the area’s then 
world famous pearl diving industry, Dr. 
Milhe also studied dentistry at Loyala Uni 
versity in California and the National Uni- 
versity in Mexico City. He was well settled 
in his practice when the track opened, but 
instead of continuing dentistry he put down 
his tools in favor of picking up the typewriter 
to handle the track’s publicity. Later he 


moved to the racing secretary’s office. In 1953 
he was also named General Manager, but 
handling both jobs at once was excessive so 
he released his position of Secretary. 

Many horses have run at the Hipodromo, 
but the one most remembered was Gay 
Dalton. Purchased for $800, he was the kind 
of horse that turns out to be something 
special. Within a year his owners were offered 


(and they refused) $50,000. His racing 


career was tremendously successful in Mexico 
and he finished third by half a length in the 
Santa Anita Handicap in 1945, behind 
Thumbs Up and Texas Sandman. 

The greatest hope of Dr. Milhe and 
Debbie is that the Hipodromo de las Americas 
will someday produce another Gay Dalton, 
to bring world acclaim to the track which is 
already acknowledged as the showplace of the 
Western Hemisphere.

Its 350th ‘Year

RE-HOLIDAY GAIETY in the mid-Atlan- 

tic British colony of Bermuda centered 

around such pleasant and varied dis- 
tractions as, a Sadie Hawkins Party at the 
American Naval Officers’ Club, the visit of 
two young Belgian Counts, and the Caledo- 
nian and Christmas Seal Balls. 

Two adventurous young Belgian Counts 
captured everyone's imagination, when their 
around-the-world-in-thirty days scavenger 
hunt brought them to Bermuda.

The whole of White's 
Island glowed with multi-colored lights, 
which cast reflections across the Harbour to 
Hamilton, there to join, in shimmering loveli- 
ness, with the hundreds of lights shining 
from the trees lining Front Street. 

In a setting strongly reminiscent of the 
first G@hretnes visitors joined in such latter- 
day observations as, lighting the Yule Log, 
tree-trimming, carol-singing around Wassail 
Bowls, and egg-nog aift- giving parties. The 
intimate, homey atmosphere af holiday time 
in Bermuda attracts more and more visitors 
each year. Whole families converge on the 
islands for happy reunions. Many have even 
adopted such purely Bermudian customs as, 
eating Cassava Pie with Christmas Dinner, 
and going out to watch the Gombeys ce 
through the streets on Boxing Day (De- 
Seb: 26th ). 

Exciting as the holidays were, the anticipa- 
tion of tie New Year, with its special signifi- 
cance, occupied most Bermudians thoughts. 
For this, the oldest self-gove rning colony in 
the British Commronn eat is celebrating its 
350th anniversary this year. Stirring mal 
music filled the air on ‘January Free as. His 
Excellency, the Governor took the salute from 
military and civilian units parading past the 
reviewing stand on Front Street. That same 
morning, the Governor was presented with

the first Commemorative Crown — a silver, 
five- shilling piece, struck specially for the 
anniversary year. Immediately afterward, 
there was the official opening of the recently 
reconstructed Perot Post Office on Queen 
Street in Hamilton. This building was orig- 
inally the home of one William B. Perot, a 
Bermudian postmaster who wrote his name 
across the Hamilton postmarks, sold them as 
stamps, and thus created rare philatelic items. 

The center of activities shifted to the East 


end of the islands that afternoon. Many 
visitors were on hand in the old town of St. 
George’s when Mayor Harry Roberts opened 
the Featherbed Alley Print Shop, and the 
Globe Hotel. The Print Shop houses an exact 
replica of an early, hand-operated Eighteenth 
Century press, which will be used to print 
copies of the first issue of The Royal Gazette, 
Bermuda’s morning newspaper, and _ various 
promotional material in the type of that 
period. 

January 19th has been designated, “Con- 
federate Day,” marking Bermuda’s close ties 
with the South during the American Civil 
War. On that day, a ‘Contedemte Museum 
will be opened in the Globe Hotel, where 
many agents from south of the Mason-Dixon 
Line stayed while negotiating for the pur- 
chase and shipment on supplies vital to their 
war effort. 

The first two months of the year have been 
set aside as Jubilee Months, with many social 
activities planned by hotels, clubs and organi- 
zations. During January and February, and 
continuing throughout the year, there will 
be monthly Calypso and Masquerade Parties 
at the Princess and Belmont Manor Hotels 
respectively; in addition to Shipwreck parties 
at the Castle Harbour Hotel, and Gay 
Nineties parties at the Elbow Beach Surf 
Club. January’s big social event will be the 
Junior Service League's 350th Anniversary 
Ball, on the evening of the 21st. 


Not quite as old as the colony itself, but 
venerable in its own right, the Royal Bermuda 
Yacht Club commemorated, on January 
eighth, the 115th anniversary of its founding. 
Avere throughout the year, the Club’s gentle- 
men sailors will this month participate in two 
local classica — the Duke of Edinburgh’s 
Cup, for International One Design Glass 
Boats, and the Seawitch Trophy, hs Luder 
16 class yachts. 

The formal Winter season continues 
through February, with the Black and White 
Ball on February 10th, and an Anniversary 
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Year Valentine Ball, on February 14th. 

Sports will also play an important part 
in the general celebrations. An Anniversary 
Ladies Invitation Golf Tournament will be 
played on January 20th-23rd at The Riddell’s 
Bay Golf Course. The men will vie, on 
February 13th-14th for the Sir George Comer 
Trophy, in the Bermuda Mixed Fouceme

Ct Sports Caprrat of Europe is the boast of St. Moritz, Switzerland. Unlike the theory of many 


“hidden persuaders” who, among other things, believe a statement becomes a truism when repeated often enough, 


St. Moritz has made good its promise. 
excellent hotels and superb sports facilities. 


It was in 1860 that St. Moritz first became fashionable as a Winter resort. 


were ever practised. Presumably it was 
because of its superb mild climate, with the 
sun ever-shining down on a fairyland of 
Winter white to the accompaniment of gayly 
tinkling sleigh bells. The first sports were 
sleighing and sledding, and nearly a hundred 
years later, these sports with their colorful 
Swiss heritage and costumes are still in vogue, 
along with the best in skiing, bob-sledding 
and curling. 

Two favorite ski slopes in the area stand 
out, namely the tow and slopes at Suvretta 
House, resort hotel extraordinary, and those 
of the Piz Nair, reached by a new 10,000 
foot Teleferic, the longest in Switzerland.

The sunny slopes of the Piz Nair are the 
setting for the internationally famous Cor- 
viglia Ski Club, which holds sway over the 
social scene by day.

Presently Suvretta House is under the 
direction of bon vivant, Bert Candrian, whom 
writer Temple Fielding has described as the 
man who can stage a miracle. In this instance 
he supposedly provided an avalanche to in- 
sure Mr. Fielding of not having to leave the 
lovely Swiss village at Zermatt, where they, 
at that moment, were both residing. Mr. 
Candrian has since added that this was done 
with the coincidental help of nature. In the 
present instance he, without the help of 
nature, has created a hotel operation so 
superior at Suvretta House that in this 
modern day and age, even in Switzerland, 
Land of Luxury Service, it might well be 
called a miracle of perfection and elegance.

The Church of Bethesda-by-the-Sea might 
be said to be celebrating its 70th birthday 
this Winter, for services were first held in 
January 1889 at a tiny wooden mission on 
the shores of Lake Worth, first church to be 
established along this entire stretch of South- 
east Florida. 


C fron APPROXIMATELY THREE DECADES the 


History of the church dates back to days 
when the post office was known as “Lake 
Worth” and the only services were held in 
the district school house on the occasion of

inscription “Church of Bethesda-by-the-Sea, 
Lake Worth, Florida.” 

Beginning with this tiny chapel, three 
churches have housed Bethesda-by-the-Sea. 
While Mr. Mulford was still in charge the 
picturesque, low shingled building with its 
clock tower was built in 1895 for $13,485 
and consecrated March 18, 1896 by the Rt. 
Rev. William Crane Gray, D.D., Bishop of 
the Missionary District of Southern Florida. 

Thirty-one years later, it was deconsecrated 
for secular use with the completion of the 
magnificent Gothic structure on South 
County Road and Barton Avenue. The orig- 
inal Church building with its Garth, Gardens, 
Guild House, and carillon tower is estimated 
to have cost at least $1,000,000. 

In 1948, the Church was enlarged along 
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Looking westward down the Nave towards main entrance. 


the north cloisters to add 100 seats, by Mr. 
Amory L. Haskell as a memorial to his wife. 
In 1941, the original Guild House was 
doubled in space and in 1955, a new Guild 
Hall was added across the north side of 
the Garth. 

The aggregate cost of these additions, 
together with that of the fabulous store of 
art treasures in the realm of stained glass 
windows, sculpture, and other memorials, is 
inestimable. 

All have been made possible through gifts 
of devout parishioners with the view to create 
a perfect ecclesiastical setting for the services 
and activities of the parish. 

The new Church was first used for 
services, held in the Guild House Christmas 
Day 1926, with first full services in the new 
structure November 27, 1927. 

It was consecrated in an impressive and 
colorful ceremonial January 22, 1931 during 
the meeting of the Ninth Annual Convention 


of the Diocese of South Florida. The Rt. Rev. 


Cameron Mann, D.D., Bishop of South 
Florida, officiated. 

The history of Bethesda since pioneer days 
is closely interwoven into the family history 
of many families which have contributed 
much to Palm Beach’s growth throughout the 
years. It would be impossible to guage the 
number of persons for whom Bethesda is 
associated with some important date . 
christenings, weddings, funerals . . . friendly 
gatherings . . . community projects. 

From a. strictly seasonal, resort church 
with services only during the Winter months, 
it has been expanded gradually to six and 
then to eight months, and within the past 
three years to include a limited schedule of 
services from June through September. 

Expansion from a resort calendar basis 
has come during the rectorship of the Rev. 
Tage Teisen, D.D., who came here in 1938, 
and who has had the longest record of service 
of any of the ministers to date.

The Narthex with Ditman Window 
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Mulford. The Rev. Charles Temple became 
charge 1909-1922. It was during 
his rectorship that Bethesda achieved parish 
status. Canon James Townsend Russell was 
followed by the Rev. M. George Thompson, 
who in turn was eee! by Bishop 
Nathaniel Seymour Thomas. 

Bishop Thomas died in 1937, following a 
most distinguished ministry here. His minis- 
try is memorialized by the Bishop’s chair in 
the Church, to which his many friends 
contributed. 

The great beauty of Bethesda has been 
made possible through the donations of many. 
The three buildings were built by contribu- 
tions, both large eal small.

Bethesda’s interior is featured by stained 
glass windows, whose muted, jeweled beauty 
would stand up beside the great cathedrals 
of Europe.

vast number of loyal parishioners have been 
perpetuated in the widely varied type of 
memorials which have added rarely lovely 
touches to the buildings themselves.

Charles I. Cr. agin, whose husband was rector’s 
warden from fhe church’s organization until 
his death in 1915. 

An invalid in Jacksonville at the time the 
new church was being planned, Mrs. Cragin 
sent a blank check to be filled in for the 
amount needed to build this feature of the 
edifice as a memorial to her husband.

Mrs. Norman E. Ditman memorialized her 
husband, Dr. Ditman, with a window in 
the Narthex. 

Mrs. Henry Kohl, memorialized Mr. Kohl 
by providing an attractive, well-planned book 
room off the Narthex. 

An impressive feature of Bethesda is a 
number of memorial plaques, executed in gold 
on ivory in a fashion that suggests rare 
parchments. Two niches in the west end of 
the Church, are used for two of these — the 
honor roll for parishioners serving in World 
War II with vase given by the lite Mrs. H. 
Winfield Chapin in tribute to her son, Com- 
mander A. Winfield Chapin, and the tablet 
topping the “Book of Remembrance” by 
Edward D. Stair for his wife. 

Along the cloisters are to be found such 


memorial tablets as those to Louise Adelaide 
Moffitt, long time director of religious educa- 
tion, and Harold E. Spencer, for years clerk 
of the vestry. 

Establishment in January 1889 by Mary 
Cluett Mulford, wife of the first priest in 
charge, of the Woman’s Guild, oldest church 
society in Palm Beach, is memorialized also 
in a tablet in the cloisters. 

Inscribed on it are the names of the charter 
members in addition to Mrs. Mulford:

At the entrance to the west cloister is to 
be found a bronze tablet bust portrait of 
Mr. Cragin, executed by Janet Scudder, noted 
sculptor, who also did the Angel of Bethesda 
in the pool against the north wall, donated 
by Mr. and Mrs. C. Vanderbilt Barton in 
memory of their parents. 

One of the most unusual, but valuable 
gifts to the Church, was the property west 
of County Road, facing Bethesda, given by 
the late William Procter. It is now used for 
play by the choir boys, but is available for 
any needed future use. 

Memorials have extended the rooms out- 
side the Church proper, such as the vestry 
room, where Mrs. Alfred H. ‘Townley 
furnished the paneling as a memorial to 


Judge ‘Townley, and Julius Wadsworth gave 


a hanging in honor of his mother, Mrs. 
Clarence S. Wadsworth. 

All gifts, including numerous individual 
items too numerous to list, are noted in the 
Book of Remembrance. 

Financial bequests have permitted the 
Church to establish an endowment fund. 

Among those leaving such legacies were:

Bradley Campbell, Mr. and Mrs. John H.

Aside from their spiritual and_ aesthetic 
aspects the grounds of Bethesda are regarded 
as a valuable contribution to tropical horticul- 
ture. They were the especial pride of the 
late Dr. Dow, who took great interest in them 


as a source of study of Florida vegetation. 
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N DEFERENCE to the mounting interest 
ws in the art of the East, both in this 

country and Europe today, for its 
current exhibition the Society of the Four 
Arts has changed the format to bring Palm 
Beach a richly beautiful and artistically 
important new type of show. 

From a rare and valuable collection, owned 
by the Minneapolis Institute of Arts, the 
Four Arts has borrowed ninety-one Imperial 
Chinese robes and textiles and merged them 
into an exhibition of striking beauty. 

Vibrantly rich fabrics, weavings in all the 
symbolic beauty and significance, closely 
identified with Chinese Galeure through ages, 
have been arranged into one of the most 
held at the Four 
Arts. Opening with a membership preview 
tea January ninth, the exhibition continues 
on public view through February first. 

A large gathering greeted the opening, 
and since that time many visitors, including 
casual viewers as well as students of Orisnall 
culture, have viewed the collection. 

The vivid contrast to the bold, vigorous 
modern day paintings that made up the: open- 
ing “20th Annual Exhibition of Contem- 
porary American Painting,” the richly sub- 
dued colors of the robes an their exquisite 
workmanship redolent of the East and 
bespeaking ageless tradition have filled the 
galleries with rare beauty. 

Emphasis in the collection is on the 


unusual ex chikiGonts ever 
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TWELVE SYMBOLS 
Obligatory on Emperor’s Robes of State. 


Seventeenth and Eighteenth Centuries, with 
a very few pieces from the Ninereentht 
There are temple hangings, curtain hang- 
ings and eight panels of the Ming Dynasty, 
17th Century, but the great bulk of the 
pieces are representative of the Ch'ing 
Dynasty (1644-1912) with most of the iba 
made up of robes and textiles from the reigns 
of K’ang Hsi (1662-1722) and Ch’ien Lung 
(1736-1795). 


The robes, woven fabrics and embroideries 


in the exhibition are regarded as among the 
finest from the Minneapolis Institute of Arts, 
which became outstanding in this country 
following the acquisition of the William E. 
Colby collection in 1942 by the Institute. 

For the student, the exhibition has been 
of special importance for the opportunity it 
provides for seeing en masse in coherent 
arrangements a series of garments revealing 
the gradual progression of a stylistic Ha dion 


in the robes notably of the Chii ing Dynasty. 
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EMPEROR’S TWELVE-SYMBOL ROBE 
Ch’ien Lung Period. 


Great emphasis has been placed on robes 
characteristic of the Manchu emperors that 
shave been of special value in determining 
the development of the Ch’ing style. 

Of great interest both to students and to 
laymen is the large blown up photograph of 
the twelve symbols, obligatory on an 
Emperor's robe of state. With the aid of this 
guide many have found it interesting to seek 
out the symbols, eight of which appear on 
the upper section of all robes of state, the 
remaining four on the wave border near the 
bottom of the skirt. | 

The symbols: The Sun, the Moon, the 
Constellation, the Mountains, the Dragons, 
the Flowery Bird, the Axe, the Fu symbol 
of distinction, the Sacrificial Cups, the Water 
Weed, the Millet, the Fire. 

There are six magnificent Emperor's 
twelve-symbol robes of the Chien Lung 
period (1736-95); three of the Chia Ch’ing 
period (1796-1820); six of the Tao Kuang 
(1821-1850); one of the Kuang Hsu (1875- 
12038); 


Lustrous Imperial dragon robes form an 
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important part of the display. There are 
theatrical robes, and Buddhist and ‘Taoist 
priests robes in quantity. The Buddhist robes 
are of special interest in that in both the 
woven and embroidered robes one finds a 
simulation of the rags and patches Buddha 
is supposed to have worn. The ‘Taoist robes, 
on the other hand, are rich in symbolism 
and design. 

Temple and palace hangings, throne 
cushions, frieze hangings and carpets, all 
rich in color and design, have been used to 
form an effective background for the robes, 
many of which are displayed on forms to 
show them off to best advantage. 

Whether viewed for sheer aesthetic pleas- 
ure or for study, the “Chinese Imperial 
Court Costumes” exhibition shows signs of 
going down as one of the Four Arts’ most 
unusual and impressive achievements. 

It has been arranged with special interest 
by Mr. Russell A. Plimpton, director, who 
held a similar position at the Minneapolis 
Institute of Arts when the Chinese acquisi- 
tion made museum history.

OO eat THE EXHIBITION OF PAINTINGS 
by Emilie (Mrs. Oscar W.) Johnson, of 
Palm Beach, just drawing to a close at the 
Worth Avenue Gallery, is the first held by 
this artist here, it by no means introduced 
her art to the community.

Nowhere has her poetic imagination found 
a more fitting outlet than in the simple lines 
and calm beauty of her alabaster birds and 
fish, the carved grace of her “Mother and 
Child.” 

The impact of Mrs. Johnson’s trip abroad 
this past Summer is reflected in a number 
of the paintings that received outstanding 
critical comment at the opening of the current 
show here. 

There is a certain Biblical starkness, a 
clean-cut new style to her work with oils in 
the painting “The Heavens Declare the 
Glory’; a fine sense of perspective and 
composition in the Portuguese scene “The 
Reapers’; an ageless impressiveness to the 
Roman bridge, titled simply “300 B.C.” 

Wide variety of subject matter and style 
is to be noted in many of the paintings, which 
range from earlier, poetic and decorative 
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shell and flower studies to a highly stylized 
study of “Limes” in which the heavy brush 
work of the foreground has a Van Gogh 
type of color quality. 

An example of her trend towards concisely 
clean cut line and colors is to be found in 
the street scene, “Tyson Street,” a Baltimore 
scene.

has provided that deft American touch which 
enables the Royal Caribbean to give the visitor 
to Montego Bay the very best there is in 
service, cuisine, and intime entertainment. 
This can be said to be no exaggeration, not 
even in the Madison Avenue vernacular. 

In the same pattern, the Royal Caribbean 
is the first resort in Montego Bay to have 
its own private cruisers at the disposal of its 
guests for charter, right from its own Sea 
Club dock at the hotel. One is a 45-foot 
fishing cruiser and the other is a 55-foot 
cruiser, for, of all things, cruising the beauti- 
ful waters off Montego Bay. The very nature 
of the island of Jamaica, with its mountains 
reaching heights of over 7,000 feet, make 
yachting a joy in these waters.

Unusual in Montego Bay, the Royal Carib- 
bean has its own tennis court, putting green, 
shuffleboard courts, and archery range, as 
well as bicycles on hand for cyclists, right on 
the estate. Golfers, of course, have privileges 
at the Montego Bay Country Club. 

The hotel units, one and two stories high 
in Jamaican colonial architecture, are arranged 
in semi-circular fashion around the beach 
and pool, and accommodations consist of 
tastefully decorated suites all with dressing 
rooms and lanais — and all with a view of 
the sea and mountains. An interesting inno- 
vation to make life at the Royal Caribbean 
even more delightful, centers around the fact 
that the pero? suites are built so that 
breakfast is served by obsequious white-coated 
room service waiters who walk through the 
“front door” from the beach directly on the

the center of a pleasant nightlife in Montego 
Bay. An excellent orchestra plays both 
American and pulsating calypso rhythms both 
during and after dinner, every night of the 
week, and there is always a floor show too — 
not with the midas touch of Miami — but 
with just the right gala flair to provide a 
quality of gaiety to blend with the Jamaican 
scene — to keep one amused and entertained, 
if that is one’s wont. 

In short, the Royal Caribbean may be 
said to be American-planned to please the 
sophisticated American palate, while retaining 
all the charm that is Montego Bay, acknowl 
edged Queen of the North Shore.

HE “SEVEN Seas,” a new 90-foot 
NY “high-styled” pleasure yacht which 

- ranks among the largest steel cruisers 
built in the United States in recent years, 
arrived at Palm Beach’s famed Australian 
Avenue dock in December for the Winter 
yachting season.

Mr. and Mrs. Johnson joined the “Seven 
Seas,” in Wisconsin for a shake-down cruise 
in the Great Lakes and Georgian Bay area, 
after which they began their cruise south- 
ward, with stopovers in New York and New- 
port, where they attended America’s Cup 
Race. 

In every port the handsome cruiser drew 
unanimous acclaim as one of the finest 
pleasure yachts afloat — one that is certain 
to draw the “ohs and ahs” of all who 
appreciate beauty. 

For Mr. Johnson, who is President of the 
Sailfish Club of Florida, and Commodore 
of the Cat Cay Club in the Bahamas, the 
“Seven Seas,” his tenth all-custom yacht, 
culminates a boating career that spans twenty- 
five years.

Diesel engines, she has a cruising range of 
1,400 miles, holds 2,000 gallons of fuel and 
cruises at a speed of 12 knots with a high 
speed of 14 knots. 

Completion of the craft took two years, 
with Mr. Johnson present most of the time. 
He recently reported the blue prints, if 
extended, would run the length of the craft, 
and the special specifications took thirty-seven 
typewritten pages.

The galley, which is one of the outstand- 
ing features of the yacht, is located topside 
between main living salon and dining area.
